, Assistance was hastily summoned and 
wheii'ji lantern ,was produced the true 
nature of ,the-man's wounds werc'dls- 
covered. ,Hish head-was -in * terribl} 
lacerated .-condition. Not. only was -he 
losing-' a: lot 6f b'loqd ^ut^his.headV was 
battered .badly from .the .blows deliv- 
ered ! by. the deatJi-dealing• weapon and 
those who first'Lsaw* the victim:of the 
assault thoufehY that -he was dying.

possibly in lees time, by the natural 
expansion of the Suez canal trafilc. Tho 
nest relations have already been estab- 
lished-between the officials of the Suez 
:nnal and those of the Panama canal. 
Prof. Emory Johnson, 
the American 


commissioner, was in consultation with 
the Suez canal management during the 
early half of September, and It is un- 
derstood tbat he will report in favor 
of using In Panama exactly tho same 
rules of tonnage measurement as arc 
now used In the, Suez, canal 
It had 


n expected by the Suez people that 


the American 
tonnage 
charges, 
al- 


though nominally precisely the same as 
the Suez—51-20 per net ton—were in 
reality, owing 
to 
tho 
difference in 


American measurements, three per cent 
ie.sK. 


"Co-operallon rather than competi- 


tion is the key word of the relation- 
ship between tho two canals," said M. 
Max Bert rand, tho general secretary 
of the'>:5Ue£ 'Canal company.

Tho French official of Panama's rival 


waterway praised eloquently the meth- 
ods which have been employed In exe- 
cuting: tho gigantic engineering task, 
but ho preferred not to discuss the 
effect upon the trade of the Suez.

Jonnart, the director-general of the 
Suez canal, said at the annual rgootlng 
of tho shareholders recently ttiat'*tho 
revenues of tho company would not bo 
much diminished by "the opening1 of the 
Panama canal. 


Explosion in Neponset 


Shoe Shop Caused by 
Gas Leak 


BOSTON, Oct. 27.—Patrr>lman George 


D. Kennedy ot Neponset was seriously 
burned about the face and hands, Pa- 
trolman Daniel F. McLaughlin, also of 
Neponset, wag burned about Ihc hands, 
and scores of residents near II Copleys 
Highway, Ncponset, were roused out o( 
tlieir homes at S o'clock last night by a 
loud explosion, lieartl for half a mile. 


The whole front 
of 
the one-story 


wooden 
building occupied by David 


Brym as a shoe shop, was blown out, 
doors were ripped from the hinges, 
partitions wcro cracked 
and 
plaster 


fell from-the walla and celllngy as, the 
building rocked from the force of the 
explosion, the cause of which is laid 
to a gas leak. 
All the windows In 


the place were broken and a small-sized 
panic followed the crash of glass into 
the street. 
An adjoining bunding re- 


mained untouched. 


Directly In front of the shop at the 


time were several men and boys, but 
they got across the street before the 
destruction occurred. 
One of them 


pounded box 9S4, Which brought fire ap- 
paratus. 
Tho crews under District 


Chief Hotter nan kept the fire damage 
down to about $150. 


About 10 minutes before the explo- 


sion Patrolman Kennedy went to the 
building on information received from 
a lighting company man that there 
was a gas leak in the- building. 
He 


entered, and In the darkness groped 
about to find the leak, carrying a light- 
ed match. 
As soon ns ho reached the 


front of tho shop the gas ignited with 
a roar. 
The officer was thrown to 


the floor and for a few 
minutes was 


lost to view in (lying debris. 


Patrolman Daniel F. McLaughlln ar- 


rived just before the explosion and w,is 
about to enter the building-. 
He was 


hurled on Ms back to the sidewalk. 
Though not seriously hurt he plckeci 
himself up and got inside to the assist- 
ance of his brother officer. 
Both men 


wcro treated by Dr. C, J. Minefield and 
then went home.
